FIGHTING. 

Fighting was believed to be in 
progress between the Rim rock and 
the river, twenty miles south of here, 
between United States troops and 
the bandits, who looted the L. C. 
Brite store and ranch at Candelaria 
yesterday, killing Michael Welch, 
the veteran stage driver, two of his 
passengers and shooting Sam Neill, 
foreman of the Brite ranch, through 
the face. 

Troops were rushed to the scene 
of the raid by Col. George T. Lang- 
horne as #oon as it was reported by 
telephone and were reported to have 
trapped the bandits in the Van 
Horne Box Canyon. For military 
reasons a strict censorship was 
maintained all-day today and no ia- 
forma@on given out here regarding 
developments at the Rim reck, al- 
though it was reliably reported that 
fighting had been in progress 
tween the bandits and United Btates 
soldiers since daylight. 

Additional details of the raid on 
the Brite store yesterday were fre- 
ceived here today. (ne Mexican 
bandit was killed and several were 
wounded by emplayees of the store 
and ranch when they entered the 
store. Welch, the veteran United 
States mail carrier, with Christmas 
packages for the outpost troops sta- 
tioned at Candelaria, drove up to 
the store while the raid was in 
progress and he was hanged and his 
throat cut after the bandits had shot 
and killed the two Mexican passen- 
gers in the stage.

ACRAMENTO (Cal.) Dec. 

A letter threatening to set off 

nine bombs in Sacramento un- 
less Gov. William D. Stephens placed 
$50,000 in a rock pile near the Oak- 
land Antioch electric line, near Red- 
wood Canyon in Alameda county, 
on December $1 at 3 p.m. was 
turned over to the police here to- 
day for investigation in connectidn 
with the probe of the alleged dyna- 
miting conspiracy being conducted 
by the police and Federal authori- 
tles. 

The letter said the executive man- 
sion, which was partially wrecked 
by an explosion Monday night, De- 
cember 17, while the Governor was 
asleep in the building, the Capitol, 
the Police Station, the detective 
headquarters in the City Jail build- 
ing, three hotela and residences of 
two State officials were marked for 
destruction. 

If the money was left as demand- 
ed the bombs were to be removed, 
according to the letter which was 
signed C. C. of C.” 

The letter was maltied last Mon- 
day at Oakland and printed with 
type. With the exception of nu- 
merals, which were written with « 
lead pencil and a crude pencil draw- 
ing on the Pack of the tetter there 
Whe no handwriting, which might 
aid in establishing the identity of 
the sender. 

Although it was recalled that «a 
similar letter was sent Charies T. 
Hiutchinson, an Oakland publisher, in 
January, 1916, and was followed a 
week later by the dynamiting of 
the house in which Hutchinson lived, 


did not regard the threat received 
by Gov. Stephens seriously. The 
Governor took the same attitude.

The letter follows: 

“WwW. D. Stephens we are the ones 
that is after you. That bomb was 
just to let you know that we can 
git by your detective. While they 
were looking for 1.W.W. we placed 
under the mansion a large bomb. 
We have them in the foling places: 
Capitol bilding, mansion, homes of 
two head officers of the state, three 
hotels, police stasion, detective head- 
quarters. So you see we have got 
you. We are men of your clase. 
We have been working on this for 
several months so if you try find 
the bombs or try catch us we will 
set off all the bombs off, we demand 
that the capital delivers $50,000 on 
December 21 at 3 p.m. After we 
get the money we will com and take 
o@t all the bombs and let you know 
when we get them out.”

ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 
OME, Dec. 26.—Col del Rosso 
R and Monte Val Bella, on the 
Asiago Plateau, were recap- 
tured by Italian forces in a counter- 
attack yesterday, but it was found 
impossible to hold them, the War 
Office announced today. 
An Austro-German attack was 


launched between Col del Rosso and 
the Frenszsela Valley. The enemy, 


however, was not able to advance 


beyond Sasso (close beside the Col 


del Rosso height.) 
BERLIN REPORTS LOSSES. 
(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

BERLIN, Dec. 26 (via London.) 
—Violent counter-attacks against 
the Austro-German positions on Col 
del Rosso and neighboring heights, 
on both sides, broke down yesterday 
with heavy losses, according to the 
official statement tesued today by 
the German General Staff. The state- 
ment reads: 

“Italian front: After strong artil- 
lery preparation, the enemy vioe- 
lently counter-attacked on Col del 
Rosso and the neighboring heights 
to the west and to the eastward, 
but the assaults broke down with 
heavy losses.”

The main purpose of the Italian 
commander was to carry a holiday 
i greeting to his men ih the first-line 
trenches, but incidentally this visit 
to the extreme front gave an op- 
portunity for the general te explain 
the lay of the land and why the 
enemy was finding himself able to 
hang on. 

As the party moved forward it 
was noted that the defenses had 
been highly organized so that any 
sudden rush of the enemy would 
meet tremendous resistance. The 

efenses comprise a string of trench- 
es fortified for defense with masses 
of tangled wire and constructions 
_after the chevaux de frise order, 
'with numerous sharp projections. 

Entering the first-line trenches, 
the general led the way. The ground 
in front was covered with low bushes 
and scrubby vines running down to 
the water's edge. Behind this ran a 
high earthen embankment originally 
erected as a dyke, but now serving 
the enemy as a refuce against petty 
shelling. In the foreground were 
three large stone farmhouses that 
had been torn to pleces by Italian 
shell fire. One ruin was «till used, 
the general said, for the enemy's 
machine guna.

A PROCLAMATION, 


By the President of the United § 


‘of America. 


w the Congress of the 
United States, in the exercise of 
thelr constitutional authority 
vested in them, by joint resolu- 
tion of the Senate and House of 
Representatives, bearing date 
April 6, 1917, resolved: 

That the state of war between 
the United States and the im- 
perlal German government 
which has thus been thrust upon 
the United States is hereby for- 
mally declared; and that the 
President be and he is hereby 
authorized and directed to em- 
ploy the entire naval and mili- 
tary forces of the United. States 
and the resources of the govern- 
ment to carry on wer against the 
imperial German government;, 
and to bring the conflict to a 
successful termination al! of the 
resources of the country are 
hereby pledged by the Congress 
of the United States. 

And by joint resolution bear- 
ing date of Decémber 7, 1917, 
resolved: 

That a state of war is hereby 
deciared to exist between the 
United States of America and 
the imperial and royal Austro- 
Hungarian government: and 
that the President be and he is 
hereby authorized and directed 
to employ the entire naval and 
military forces of the United 
States and the resources of the 
government to carry on war 
against the imperial and royal 
Austro-Hungarian government; 
and to bring the conflict to a 
successful termination all the re- 
sources of the country are here- 
by pledged by the Congress of 
the United States. 

whereas, tt is provided 
by section 1 of the act approved 
August 29, 1916, entitled ‘An 


Act Making Appropriations for. 


the Support of the Army for 
the Fiscal Year Ending June 390, 
1917, and for Other Purposes,’ 
as follows: 

The President, in timé of war, 
is empowered, through the Sec- 
retary of War, to take posses- 
sion and assume control of any 
system or systems of transpor- 
tation, or any part thereof, and 
to wutilige the same, to the ex- 
clusion es far as may be neces- 
sary, of ali other traffic there- 
on, for the transfer or trans- 
portation of treopa, 


terial and egefpment, or dor 


such other purposés conflerted 
with the emergency as may be 
needful or desirable. 

And whereas it has now be- 
come necessary in the national 
defense to take possession and 
assume control of certain sys- 
tems of transportation and to 
utilize the same, to the exclu- 
sion as far as may be neces- 
eary, of other than war traffic 
thereon, for the transportation 
of troops, war material and 
equipment therefor, and for 
other needful and desirabie pur- 
poses connected with the prose- 
ecution of the war; 

Now, therefore, I, Woodrow 
Wlison, President of the United 
States, under and by virtue of 
the powers vested in me by the 
foregoing resolutions and stat- 
ute, and by virtue of all other 
powers thereto enabling, do 
hereby, through Newton D. Ba- 
ker, Secretary of War, take pos- 
sessiqn and assume control at 12 
o'clock noon on’ the twenty- 
eighth day of December, 1917, 
of each and every system of 
transportation and appurte- 
mances thereof, located wholly 
or in part within the bounda- 
ries of the continental United 
States, and consisting of rail- 
roads, and owned or controlled 
systems of coastwise and inland 
transportation, engaged in gen- 
eral transportation, whether op- 
erated by steam or by electric 
power, including aleo terminalis, 
terminal companies and ter- 
minal aesociations, sleeping and 
parlor cars, private cars and 
private car lines, elevators, 
warehouses, telegraph and tele- 
phone lines and all other equip- 
ment and appurtenances com- 
monly used upon or operated as 
a part of euch rall or combined 
rall and water systems of trans- 
portation to be utilized for the 
transfer and transportation of 
troops, war materials and equip- 
ment to the exclusion so far as 
may be necessary of all other 
traffic thereon; and that so far 
as such exclusive use be not 
necessary or desirable, such 
systems of transportation be op- 
erated and utilized in the per- 
formance of such other services 
as the national Interest may re- 
quire and of the usual and or- 
dinary business and duties of 
common carriers. 

It is hereby directed that the 

fon, control, operation 
and utilization of such trans- 


portation systems hereby be 
undertaken, shall be exercised 
by and through Willlam 


McAdoo, who its hereby ap- 
pointed as director-generai of 
railroads. Said director may 
perform the duties imposed up- 
on him so long and to such ex- 
tent as he shall determine, 
through the boards of directors, 
receivers or officers or emplo} ees 
of said systems of transporta- 
tion. Until, and except so far 
as sald director chall from time 
to time by general or special 
orders otherwise provide, the 
boards of directors, receivers, 
officers and emplovees of the 
various transportation systems 
shell continue the operation 
thereof in the usua! and  or- 
dinary course of business of 
common carriers, In the names 
of their respective companies. 

Until and except so far as 
sald director shall from time to 
time otherwise %*v general or 
special onmlers, determine. such 
systems of transportation shall 
remain subject to all existing 
statutes and orders of the in- 


and to all statutes and orders 
of regulating commissions of 
the various States in. which said 
systems or any part thereof 
may be situated. But any 
orders, general or special, here- 
after made by said director, 
shall have paramount authority 
and be obeyed as such. 

Nothing herein shall be con- 
Sstrued as now affecting the pos- 
session, operation and contro! 
of street electric passenger ralfl- 
ways, including railways com- 
monly called interurbans, 
whether such railways be or be 
not owned or controlled by 
such ratiroad companies or sys- 
tems. By subsequent order and 
proclamation, if, and when it 
shall be found necessary or de- 
sirable, possession, contrel or 
operation may be taken of all 
or any part of such street rall- 
way systems, including subways 
and tunnels; and by subse- 
quent order and proclamation, 
possession, control and opera- 
tion in whole or in part, may 
also be relinquished to the own- 
ers there of anv part of the rall- 
road systems or rall and water 
systems, possession and control 
of which are hereby assumed. 

The director shall as soon as 
may be after having assumed 
such possession and control, en- 
| ter upon negotiations with the 
several companies looking to 
agreements for just and rea- 
sonable compensation for the 
possession, use and control of 
their respective properties on 
the basis of an annual guaran- 
teed compensation. above ac- 
cruing devrecitation and the 
maintenance of their proper- 
ties, equivalent, as nearly as 
may be, to the average of the 
net operating income thereof for 
the three-year period ending 
June 30, 1917, the results of 
such negotiations to be reported 
to me for such action as may be 
appropriate and lawful. 

But nothing herein contained,

Labor Troubles are Blamed 
for Construction Delay.

Need Two Hundred Thousand 


More Workmen.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26,—Labor 
troubles were blamed for much of 
the delay in the government's ship- 
building programme by Raymond B. 
Stevens, vice- -chairman of the Ship- 
ping Board, testifying today in the 
Senate Commerce Committee’s in- 
vestigation. 

Since the United States went 
to war, Mr. Stevens said, shipyards 
have lost a total of 536,992 working 
days by strikes and other disputes.

Happily, said Mr. Stevens, the situ- 
ation is improving by reason of 
measures taken by the board 
to adjust differences wherever they 
arise. 

Senators took a lively interest ‘n 
the stery of the labor situation and 
the inquiry turmed to the whole 
subject of labor and its position dur- 
ing the war. Questions a@s to the 
Wisdom of conscription of labor for 
shipyards and other government 
work drew from Mr. Stevens em- 
phatic opposition to any attempt 
to force civilians to work under 
prescribed conditions and govern- 
ment-fixed wages. 

Telling of the board’s work in 
establishing with the aid of the La- 
bor ment employment agen- 
cles on the Pacific Coast, Mr. Ste- 
vens said that with their institution 
aiso in the Bast the beard he ped to 
obtain from other industries as 
many men as it needs. He added 
n provide housing facilities 
at isolated plants. 

MORE MEN NEEDED. 


“The number of men should ac- 
tually be more than doubled,” he 
said, “if we are to accomplish our 
full aims. Roughly there now are 
about 150,000 men engaged in ship- 
building. We could use from 2060,- 
000 to 300,000 more. We are ob-} 
taining new men gradually now and 
hope to obtain them much faster 
later on. Recently 106 yards re- 
ported they could use immediately 
20.000 more men.”

“We do not consider it as such,” 
replied Mr. “but if it will 
speed up the production of ships we 
think it is wise to pay ft. What we

| GREECE WANTS ITS 
CITIZENS TO FIGHT. 


WILL REWARD ITS MEN WHO 
FIGHT UNDER THE 
AMERICAN FLAG. 

[BY A NIGHT wine! 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Greece 
Wants its citizens in the United 
States to enlist in the American 
army. Not only will it suspend pun- 
ishments which ordinarily would 
follow enlistments of Greeks with a 


for supporting the American arms. 
This is the substance of a note from 
the Greek government delivered 
here today to the State Department. 

An official communication from 
the Greek Legation here to Greeks 
in the United States follows: 

“The royal Legation of Greece 
brings to the knowledge of Greeks 
residing in the United States that, 
according to a decision of the Greek 
government a” collective and 
previous authorization has been 
granted to all the Greeks wishing to 
enlist in the American army. 

“No legal consequences, therefore, 
would be applied in such cases, the 
Greek government considering any 
Greek enlisted in the American 
army as serving in the Greek 
army. 

“Furthermore, any Greek serving 
In the American army and who 
would be mentioned for gallantry, 
being considered as fighting in the 
Greek army, will be rewarded by the 
Greek government. 

“This collective authorization is 
extended to the Greeks who have al- 
ready enlisted in the American army 
without previously applying for the 
authorization required by the Greek

ASSISTANT FUEL 
HEAD NAMED. 


(BY NIGHT WIRE] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. — Ap- 
pointment of D. R. Lawson as first 
deputy distributor of the Fuel Ad- 
ministration was announced today 
as another step in the plan of de- 
centralization to promote more ef- 
fective co-operation between the ad- 
ministration, the producers and the 
railroads. Mr. Lawson will be as- 
signed to the Fairmont district of 
West Virginia. Others will be ap- 
pointed fn each producing district 
and in each case will be familiar 
with the coal industry and accept- 
able to the producers. 

The duty of the deputy is to fa- 
cilitate the shipment of coal to meet 
emergencies on requests and orders 
from the United States fuel admin- 
istrators and from the State fuel ad- 
ministrators; to make equitable eal- 
lotment of such orders among opera- 
tors and to keep the Fuel Adminis- 
tration at Washington informed of 
in each producing dis- 
trict. 

The plan contemplates also the 
designation of a railroad representa- 
tive to advise with the deputy dis- 
tributor in each producing district. 
The Executive Committee of the 
American Rallway Association has 
been asked, through its chairman, 
Fairfax Harrison, to co-operate by 
appointing such representatives.

‘é RS. H,” the mysterious 
M woman who credited 
with having financed the 
activities of Franz Gchulenberg, al- 
leged master mind of the Teutonic 
spy system, is in Los Angeles at the 
present time, according to informa- 
tion received yesterday by govern- 
ment officials. 

The Federal authorities have 
thrown @ dragnet around the city 
and surrounding country, and it, is 
hoped that the woman, who is high 
in the councils of the Wilhelm- 
strasse, will be caught within the 
next few days. 

“Mrs. according to the infor- 
mation received here yesterday by 
the government officials, sent 
Schulenberg to the United States in 
1914, while she was directing the 
German spy work in Berlin. Last 
year, “Mra. H” came to this country 
and joined Schulenberg, and in Sep- 
tember, 1917, the two visited Los 
Angeles together. 

The headquarters of the woman 
spy are in this city, it is asserted, 
and her directing of the Weutonic 
spy-puppets has been carried on 
from here. Her recent movements 
have been traced as far as Santa 
Cruz, and yesterday the government 
agents stated they are confident that 
the woman has returned to Los An- 
geles, and is now in hiding here. 

The existence In Los Angeles of 
an organized group of “Interna- 
tional Reds,” a new branch of the 
LW.W., formed for the purpose of 
plotting and directing the dynamit- 
ing of public buildings, railroad sta- 
tions, shipbuilding plants and homes 
in a campaign to terrorize the Coaat, 
was disclosed here yesterdey.

Steps to Improve Situation 
Must be Taken Quick. 


(87 PF. WIRE] 

‘PITTSBURGH (Pa.) Dec. 26.— 
“Dilution of labor” is the greatest 
difficulty of the eastern railroads, 
and further depletion of their forces 
“must result in serious crippling of 
thelr transportation efficiency,” says 
& statement iasued here tonight by 
the Genera! Operating Committee of 
the eastern railroads, of which Ar- 
thur W. Thompson is president. The 
Statement deals entirely with the 
railroad labor situation, pointing out 
that the roads have given up many 
men to the draft, while hundreds of 
others have gone abroad to rebuild 
and rehabilitate the European rail- 
roads, . 
“Whatever steps afe necessary, 
therefore,” continues the statement, 
“te insure the full manning of the 
railroads serving great munitions- 
producing centers and moving our 
army and ite supplies to the sea- 
board must be taken promptly.” 

Preliminary reports and careful 
estimates indicate, the report says, 
that 1,138,599 new men have been 
employed by the railroads represent- 
ed by the General Operating Com- 
mittee during the frst nine months 
of the year 1917, ‘ 
“Or this number,” says the state- 
ment, “53,800 were locomotive fre- 
men (road and yard,) 112,700 were 
brakemen, 299.900 were equipment 
repair men and engine-house men, 
355,400 were track repairmen, 162,- 
700 were freight handlers and sta- 
tien employees, and the remainder, 
163,900, were in all other branches 
of the service. 

“This ‘turnover’ for the nine 
months represents about twice the 
number of men normally entering 
the service in a year. This, of it- 
self, does not seem a startling state- 
ment, but when it is remembered 
that there are in the five branches 


of the service separately mentioned 
about 664,300 men in the service of 
all the eastern roads at any one 
time, and that of these about 801,- 
500 had been in the service at least 
during one entire year, most of 
them being old and experienced em- 
ployees, it is apparent that to keep 
the other 262,600 places filled it has 
been necessary to employ in the nine 
months $46,600 men, or algut three 
and three-fourths men for @ ery job. 
This has meant the employment, 
training and subsequert loss of «4 
man on each of these jobs every ten 
weeks. The result has been a con- 
stant stream of new and inexperi- 
enced men with which to carry on 
the commerce of the great indus- 
trial section of the country. This 
dilution of their forces lies at the 
root of most of the present difi- 
culties of the railroads.”

WORLD COURT. 

The possible approach of peace re- 
vives the project for a nation of nations. 
A ftavored proposition is that an eligible 
list of world judges should be made, each 
nation being entitled to contribute to it 
one member for each five millions of its 
population, one member also for each ten 
millions of people in its self-governing 
colonies, and one for each twenty millions 
in other colonies, the judges so chosen 
to serve for life or during good behavior. 
Whenever a dispute is referred to the world 
court, the eligible list of world judges, 
minus the names of representatives of the 
litigant nations to be submitted to the chief 
authorities of those nations. The parties 
in dispute would then alternately eliminate 
names from the list until only those whose 
services are desired remain upon it. Fur 
ther details of this plan provide for an 
internationa) territory in which the world 
judges should reside, and for an interna- 
tional army and navy, which would enforce, 
if necessary, the decisions of the court. This 
force would be under the direction of an 
international executive, who would be 
chosen by the world judges from among 
their own number. No nation sustaining 
the world court would be expected to main- 
tain an army’ and navy of its own, except 
for local police purposes. A unanimous 
verdict of the court would be final. If not 
unanimous, the case could be retried, and 
if there should be for the second time a 
concurrent majority, that verdict should be 
accepted as final. 

As a world jury list, chosen upon the 
basis of population alone, would have a 
larger group of members from China than 
from any other nation, it is suggested that 
it might be desirable or necessary to con- 
sider wealth as well as population in deter- 
mining _the basis of representation. ;

THEN AND NOW.

No one really acquainted with the 
situation believes that the Germans 
can make any farther show on the 
west front; the moves for the future 
will be towards the Rhine. To re 


peat a bad pun sprung on the mem- 
bers of the Celtic Club the other eve 
ning, when I was telling about Sir 
Julian and his forbears, there's going 
to be “Bingen on the Rhine” very 
soon. He is the type of well-set-up, 
square-jawed fighting Englishman, 
an honorable but deadly foe, who 
will be in at the finish. 

The first Byng to come into the 
limelight was born in the early years 
of Charles II's reign somewhere in 
Kent; but whether he was a man of 
Kent or a Kentishman—a distinction 
which seems vital to a native of that 
small county, but is difficult for an 
outsider to understand or remem- 
ber—I won't venture to say. George 
Byng came of impoverished stock, 
his father having gone across to 
Ireland to better himself, ard having 
come back poorer. A midshipman 
at 15, he soom began to rise in the 
service, was chosen to cross over to 
Holland to have a talk with William 
of Orange when the nation was get- 
ting tired of the Stuarts, and was 

t at the destruction of the 
Spanish treasure ships in Vigo Bay. 
It was he who commanded the 
squadron that captured the citadei 
of Gibraltar, ever since flying the 
British flag, “a fair-complexioned 
man with prominent nose.” His 
greatest achievement was the utter 
defeat of the Spanish fleet off Cape 
Passaro in 1718, with a loss of only 
one ship. He was raised to the 
peerage as Viscount Torrington. A 
Torrington Byng married Anne 
Wentworth, heiress of the great 
statesman of Charles I, the advocate 
of a policy of Thoroughness; com 
cerning whom, see Browning's 
“Strafford.” When their grandson 
or greatgrandson gained laurels un- 
der Wellington in the Peninsula and 
at Waterloo, and later bad the good 
sense to support the Reform Bill of 
1832—as few military men did—he 
was created Earl of Strafford in rec- 
ognition of his hereditary claim. 
This military Byng was Sir Julian's 
grandfather, his father being the 
second Har! of Strafford of the new 
creation, the title having lapsed for 
nearly forty years. 

A Byng of unfortunate memory 
was John, fourth son of Viscount 
Torrington, who entered the navy 
where his father had done such yeo- 
man work, and was advanced until 
he became admiral; but unluckily 
he had been somewhat petted and 
given “soft jobs” for his father’s 
sake. When finally be was put in 
command of an expedition to relieve 
Minorca, besieged by. the French, he 
grumbled at the small number of the 
ships and the generally poor equip- 
ment, and sailed from Gibraltar with 
a grudge. Everything went wrong; 
he had a scrimmage with the French 
fleet reflecting no credit on his ca 
pacity as a commander, and he 
failed to refieve the garrison at St. 
Philip in Minorca. The nation was 
furious at bis failure, and demanded 
vengeance. Under a recent law that 
had never been put into execution, 
he was arraigned before a court- 
martial for “cowardice, negligence, 
and disaffection,” one or all. Re- 
lieved of guilt on the first and last 
counts—for his personal bravery 
was unquestioned—he was unani- 
mously found guilty of negligence, 
and condemned to be shot, with a 
recommendation to mercy. But Par- 
liament refused to pardon him, and 
King George IJ, who was fond of 
fighting himself, also refused to 
come to his help. And so John Byng 
went to his death bravely and un- 
flinchingly on the quarterdeck of 
the Monarque; nothing became his 
life so well as the leaving it, as 
some one has remarked of another 
unfortunate. Voltaire was puzzled 
with the event; he supposed it was 
done pour encourager les autres— 
“to encourage the others.” 

And now to come to Gen. Sir 
Julian Hedworth George Byng, «a 
cavalry leader like French, Haig 
and so many others in the front and 
at the front. His first command was 
as colonel of the Tenth Hussars. He 
served in Egypt, and in South Africa 
from 1899 to 1902. Afterwards he 
was in charge of the Cavalry Bri- 
gade at Aldershot. During the pres- 
ent war he was placed in charge of 
the Canadian Corps in 1915; and the 
laurels he won at Cambrai are still 
fresh in the memory of us all. For 
his services he hax been promoted 
to the rank of full general, from 
major-general. Born fifty-five years 
ago, he married, at the age of 4°, 
Marie Evelyn Moreton, a grand- 
daughter of the second War! of 
Ducie. She is known as a writer, 
having published at least two nov- 
els, “Barriers” in 1912, and “Anne 
of the Marshland” in the following 
year. Their home is at Thorpe Hall 
in the county of Besex.

From the beginning Mr. Bean*tre- 
ceived four votes, none of his sup- 
porters wavering atany time. Those 
voting for him were Messrs. Reeves, 
Conaway, Cleaveland and Mallard. 

Mr. Biscailuz aleo was a contender 
from the start. He is reported to 
have received two votes upon nearly 
every ballot and once or twice was 
given three votes.
